Fh — there are people who 
IS way to get into power, 
Mr. DE VALERA went on: They 
are trying to bring about a situation 
of chaos here in which they think 
they may be able to seize power. 
We came into power as the oppo- 
nents. of a Government that had 
created a — Army and 
Police Force. We had opposed them 
very bitterly because we differed on 
certain fundamental issues, but when 
we came in here that force of Civic 
Guards and that Army. obeyed us, 
and were loyal to us, even though 
there were temptations put in their 
way—and we know there were. We 
are not going to see these men lose 
their lives with impunity. We will 
see that, so far as any power we 
command will enable us to do so. 
these men’s lives will be vindicated 
as stated in the Constitution. 

Some young people who have 
gtown up im recent years don’t 
understand, and think the position 
is the same as in 1918 and 1919.

The telegram was signed by fifteen 
persons, rage yy Rng Cormac 
Breathnach and Senator Donncadh 
Healy, two members of the Govern- 
ment Party, who saw nothing wrong 
in sending the telegram, They saw 
not only no infraction of the law, 
but not even the slightest ee 
ment of the political fortunes of the 
party of which they were members. 

These telegrams were accepted by 
the Post Office authorities, and were 
duly paid for;. but they were not 
delivered.

THE ADVERTISEMENTS 


The Kerry Co. Council was ‘pro- 
moting the -petition campaign, and, 
in furtherance of it, it, was decided 
to hold a public meeting in Dublin 
on November 27th. In pursuance 
of the efforts of the local’ Reprieve 
Committee in Dublin to hold the 
meeting the following advertisement 
was Offered to all the Dublin morn- 
the papers and to the Evening 
Herald: —“ Kerins Reprieve.

ATÁ 'Y and she 
married, in 1885, the 7th Earl of 
Mayo, who died in 1927, 

e last surviving member of the 
first Committee of the Lady Dudley 
Nursing Scheme, appointed by the 
Countess of Dudley in 1903, Lady 
Mayo took a personal interest in the 
nurses and in Buga among whom 
they worked. In 1904 Lady Mayo 
was appointed Vice-President of the 
scheme, and in 1920 she was made 
President. During her term of office, 
which lasted until 1936, she presided 
regularly at the quarterly meetings of 
the Commiftee, and, from 1903 until 
1938, she saw the number of districts 
in which nurses are stationed grow 
from two to 49. 

Her interest in nursing extended to 
the Committee of the Queen's Insti- 
tute of District Nursing in Ireland, 
and it was largely due to her efforts 
that the Garden Scheme, started in 
Ireland, realised over £15,000. 

For the greater part of her life Lady 
Mayo lived at Kill, Co. Kildare, but 
for the last few years she had been 
living in England, dividing her time 
between her house in Holyhead and 
her London home, which was bombed. 
She then went to live in Buckingham. 

With the Marchioness of Aberdeen, 
she worked with the Women’s National 
Health Association. During the last 
war Lady Mayo was Chairman of the 
Kildare War Pensions Com-
